ferred by that body to the committee 
on social service. 

Bishop Parsons in his resolution ex- 
pressed his opinion that military train- 
ing in schools and colleges “fosters a 
general attitude of mind favorable to 
reliance upon force and the assump- 
tion that war is inevitable.” 

This is the first outcropping of any 
pacifist sentiment in 


either house. 


This resolution, if reported out by the | 


committee which now has it in hand, 
will probably arouse vigorous discus- 
sion in both houses. 

Assails “War System.” 

The resolution provides for the af- 
firmation of the general convention 
stand of 1922 that the world must 
adopt a peace system. “The war sys- 
tem,” it further declares, “is unchris- 
tian in principle and suicidal in prac- 
tice.” Furthermore, it commends the

ELECTRIC RATE CUT 
OCEN IN EARNINGS 


Experts Find $550,000 to Be 
Available in Form of 
Reduction. 


ee eee 


ANOTHER LIKELY IN 1929 


Reduction in electric light rates was 
forecast in figures compiled by Public 
Utilities Commission experts yesterday. 

On the basis of actual operating 
figures for the first eight months of 
the current year and an estimate of 
the electric company’s business for the 
remainder of the year, there will be 
available $550,000 for return to con- 
sumers in the form of lower rates. 

Approximately the same amount will 
go into the company’s coffers, repre- 
senting its half of the excess earnings 
above the 7% per cent return the 
company is allowed to earn. 

The valuation of the company prop- 
erty on December 31 will be, it is esti- 
mated, $44,244,354.03. On this basis 
$3,318,326.55 will be needed to pay a 
7% per cent return, but the company 
will earn $1,094,637.53 in excess of that 
amount, it is estimated. 

Revenue earned by the company will 
total $9,422,985.99, while expenses will 
amount to $5,009,921.91, leaving a total 
of $4,413,064.08, commission account- 
ants estimated. 

Under the plan agreed upon in the 
compromise at which the valuation of 
the Potomac Electric’) Power Co. was 
fixed some time ago, the company is 
to make annually reductions whenever 
its earnings mount beyond the point 
where they yield a 742 per cent return 
on its valuation. 

Increased business was given as the 
explanation of the swelling revenues, 
and company officials are confident that 
with another reduction in effect next 
year, there will be another ingrease in 
consumption and consequently in reve- 
nues which will permit further cuts in 
the electric rates. 

How much the reduction in rates 
will mean to the individual consumer 
has not been figured out. The com- 
mission has not determined to what 
class of consumers the reduced rates 
will be applied, although it is expected 
to be given the household user of elec-~- 
tricity. 

The Utilities Commission does not 
intend to take any formal action in 
the matter yntil the year is ended and 
it is seen whether present estimates are 
borne out. Accounta ts have little 
fear that their estimates will prove ex- 
cessive. They expect, on the contrery, 
that the end of the year will see their

SUBPENA RIGHT DESIRED 


Declaring that the present county 
police force is insufficiently manned 
to enforce the law in the county and 
drawing particular attention to the 
thickly populated area adjacent to the 
District of Columbia, the Prince Georges 
County grand jury yesterday recom- 
mended that additional policemen be 
appointed and that county constables 
be better instructed in their duties.

The Graf Zeppelin, giant dirigible, 
late Thursday night was believed to 
be heading southwestward down the 
southern coast of Spain, toward Gib- 
raltar, with adverse winds cutting Its 
speed to below 50 miles an hour on 
its transatlantic voyage from Germany 
to the United States. 

The big dirigible was 
sighted over Tarragona, 


last reported 
a small city 
on the Spanish Mediterranean coast, 
at. 8:15 p. m. (3:15 p. m. Eastern stan- 
dard time), an hour and a quarter 
after it had flown over Barcelona. At 
Tarragona the dirigible was said to be 
heading in the direction of Valenvic, 
150 miles farther down the coast. 

Maintaining the rate of speed 
hibited in the stretch between Bar- 
celona and Tarragona, the dirigible 
might hope to reach the Strait of Gib- 
raltar about dawn or 1 or 2 a. m., East- 
ern standard time, just less than 24 
hours after its departure from Fried- 
richshafen. 

From Gibraltar it was indicated the 
Zeppelin would pass out to the open 


ex- 


; Atlantic, probably choosing a southerly 


route to Lakehurst, N. J., where it ex- 
pects to arrive Sunday morning. It is 
expected to pass south of the Azores 
and probably will not be sighted there. 

So far as could be ascertained, all 
efforts to get in touch Thursday night 
with the Zeppelin by means of radio 
had failed, and there was little hope 
of its being reported again on its way 
to Gibraltar, unless possibly at Valencia.

Friedrichshafen, Germany, Oct. ll 
(A.P.).—Bound over the same track 
that Columbus followed 436 years ago, 
the giant German dirigible Graf Zeppe- 
lin tonight was nosing her way west- 
ward toward the United States on the 
first commercial] transatlantic air voy- 
age. ; 
In the place of the 88 aboard the 
historic caraval that led the way to 
the New World in 1492, were 60 per- 
sons, including one woman, who board- 
ed the dirigible at Friedrichshafen this 
morning and began the long voyage 
across southern Europe and the Atlantic 
to the United States. 

Just twelve hours later the dirigible 
passed over Barcelona, Spain, well on 
her way over a course along the south- 
ern Atlantic route, westward toward the 
Azores and America The northern 
route had been abandoned even before 
the flight started because of stormy 
weather conditions, and even the south- 
ern route, so far as the continent was 
concerned, was none too good. Out 
at sea, however, conditions were report- 
ed more favorable. 


In New York Sunday. 


“I expect to reach New York Sunday 
morning,” said Dr. Hugo Eckner, the 
ship’s commander, just before the de- 
parture. “The last weather reports, 
timed at 2 a. m., speak of heavy storms, 
Under these circumstances, of course, 
it is impossible to determine the exact 
route in advance. In general, however, 
I can say we will stick to the southern 
course, flying over France and then 
heading southward to avoid a deprese 
sion which is moving to and fro bee 
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. Ne dland and Ireland. The 
Rorthern réute is out of the question.” 
_ The Graf Zeppelin’s commander, who 
.@lready has one transatlantic dirigible 
erossing to his credit, that of the ZR-3, 
now the Los Angeles, in 1924, followed 
“this course precisely. 
Within three minutes of the casting 
Off at Friedrichshaven, the Graf Zep- 
pelin headed across Lake Constance and 
disappeared in a blue haze, while the 
‘shouts and cheers of the spectators at 
the fiying field were still echoing. Like 
Clockwork, the dirigible sped on, aver- 
‘@ging between 55 and 60 miles an hour. 
Basle was reached at 3:33 a. m. Eastern 
“standard time, and the Franco-German 
border an hour and a half later. 


Down Valley of Rhone. 


Then the ship swung to the south- 
West and passed over Lyons at 7:25 a. 
m. Eastern standard time. Here the 


Graf Zeppelin turned directly south- 
Ward and sped down the Valley of the 
Rhone, over Montelimar at 9:05 and 
Arles about an hour later. At 10:30 
-‘@®. m. she reached the Mediterranean 
and left the shores of France at the 
Wireless station in the Village of Sainte 
Marias Delamer. 

Once over the Mediterranean, the 
@reat ship headed westward toward 
her goal. The detour toward the south 
added 500 miles to the 5,000-mile jour- 
ey from Friedrichshaven to Lakehurst, 
‘N. J.. but the added safety more than 
Made up for the extra mileage) The 
ship has a flying range of 120 hours 
and a radius of about 9,300 miles, giv- 
ing a wide leeway. 

The latest estimate of the length of 
the flight was made by Commanders 

hmann and Flemming, who told the 
Correspondent for the Associated Press 
that they thought it would take from 
80 to 85 hours because of the heavy 
headwinds that had been forecast. This 
would bring the dirigible into Lake- 
hurst sometime between 10 a. m. and 
3 p. m. Sunday. 


Three Americans Aboard. 


Although the two other dirigibles, 
the British R-34 and German ZR-3 have 
spanned the Atlantic, the flight of the 
Graf Zeppelin was the first transoceanic 
commercial air voyage ever to be at- 
tempted. The huge ship carried 20 
passengers, three of them Americans, 
and one woman, Lady Grace Drummond 
Hay. English society woman and writer. 

The Americans were Lieut. Com- 
Mander Charles N. Rosendahl, com- 
Mander of the Los Angeles, who made 
the crossing in that ship in 1924 with 
Dr. Eckener; Robert Reiner, a textile 
manufacturer, of Weehawken, N. J., and 
Frederick Gilfillian, an American resi- 
dent of Switzerland. Commander Ros- 
endahl was . guest of Dr. Eckener, but 
ah other passengers paid $3,000 each 
for the privilege of making the trip. 

Despite feverish excitement which 
had prevailed around the hangars in 
the last few days, the dirigible got away 
with clocklike precision and with less 
fuss at the start than it takes to get 
a transatlantic liner away from her 
pier. 


Carries Capacity Weight. 


When the ship took off, she carried 
a capacity weight of 121 tons, which 
included 5 tons of water ballast, 4 tons 
making up the weight of passengers 
and crew with baggage, 36,000 cubic 
meters of blau gas, the newly invented 
fuel, and 14 tons of benzine as a reserve 
fuel. With such a weight, the dirigible, 
after being taken from the hangar 
this morning, ascended sluggishly, but 
soon attained the necessary altitude. 

After Wednesday's postponement of 
the scheduled takeoff today’s an- 
nounced start was awaited with more 
or less skepticismi by the crowds of 
visitors and passengers, but Dr. Ecke- 
mer’s keen sense of atmospheric de- 
velopments again was proved when the 
bleak stormy dawn quickly changed to 
ideal aviation conditions. The wind 
subsided to a dead calm and gave the 
needed opportunity to take out the 
ship. 

By 7 o’clock the crew were prompt- 
ly at their posts and within «a hali- 
hour the twenty passengers began no 
arrive in quick succession. Ine of the 
first was Commander Charles E£. Ros- 
endahl, wearing his United States 
Naval uniform. He soon was follow2u 
by German Officials and »zthers of the 
passengers.

Chambersburg, Pa., Oct. 11.—Sidney 
R Prince, jr.. of Washington, and Alex- 
ander M. Knapp, of Baltimore, Yale 
University seniors, charged with assault 
| with intent to rob a Waynesboro, Pa., 
grocer, were found guilty of the assault 


aa late today by a Franklin County 
ury. 

The charge of intent to rob was not 
upheld by the jury, while Judge Watson 
RK Davidson previously had dismissed 
the charge of impersonating ofiicers be- 
cause evidence showed that the two 
youths had represented themsélves as 
“revenue officers."” The judge ruled 
that since the State has no such officers 
the charge could not stand. 

Sentence on the assault.verdict was 
withheld pending the result of new 
charges filed immediately after the ver- 
dict by District Attorney C. H. Clip- 
pinger. These were counts of driving 
while intoxicated against Prince. and of 
permitting an intoxicated man to drive 
his car against Knapp. The charges are 
equally serious in this State. 

The two youths were released on ball 
last night, each posting $500 collateral 
for appearance to recelve sentence in 
the assault case, and $500 to answer to 
the additional charges 

Local records show that Judve David- 
son has imposed the aximum sentence 
of three months in jail for each con- 
viction obtained in his court against 
intoxicated drivers, and that not long 
ago he sentenced a close friend to this 
term. 

In addition, Edmund C. Wingerd, of 
defense counsel, said that his clients 
would plead guilty to the new charges 
when the case comes up at an indefi- 
nite future date. 

The argument of the defense against 
the charge of intent to rob was based 
largely on grounds of intoxication. 
Wingerd claimed that the boys cid not 
know what they were doing after they 
left a week-end party in Blue Ridge 
Summit “to get some air.” 

In his summary of the case before 
giving it to the jury at 11:50 o’clock 
this morning. Judge Davison reviewed 
the September 4 events involved in the 
trial. Knapp and Prince were said to 
have stopped a truck driven by Harry 
M Rowe, Waynesboro merchant, in 
which Harold Hill, a colored helper, 
was riding, on the mountainside near 
the Blue Ridge. 

Rowe's testimony, the judge pointed 
out, showed that the young men 
stopped him and demanded his money, 
and that ove of them, Knapp, attacked 
him when he attempted to break away. 
Hill had said that Prince declared him- 
self a revenue officer. He said that 
Prince searched him for liquor and 
charged that he had taken Prince's 
pocketbook. 

The court then declared that the 
jury would not be justified in bringing 
in a verdict of not guilty on the as- 
s.ult charge, and that the intent to 
rob was the basis on which a decision 
was to be rendered, 

Eight jurors voted for acquittal of 
the robbery charge on the first ballot.

Both Zihiman and Lewis are Cumber- 
land “boys” and both started at the 
bottom, Zihlman as a glassblower and 
Lewis as a mine boy. 

Lewis once held the seat that he is 
now trying to win back from Zihlman, 
and even his opponents admit that he 
made a good record. In his present 
campaign he styles himself as the 
“father of the parcel-post law.” Zihl- 
man first tried to wrest Lewis’ seat 
away from him in 1914 and was de- 
feated. Two years later Lewis made 
an unsuccessful attempt to get in the 
Senate, and Zihlman captured his seat 
in the House. And there he has been 
ever since. 


Lewis’ Defeat Seen. 


That Lewis is giving Zihlman a fight 
is admitted on all sides, but it is agreed 
that it is not in the cards for him to 
win. For one thing, he does not have 
the support of all the Democrats here. 

Among the stories that have gone 
around and which have been generally 
spiked is one that E. Brooke Lee, the 
Democratic boss in Montgomery Coun- 
ty. is secretly supporting Zihlman. As 
chairman of the House District com- 
mittee, so the story goes, Zihlman can 
do much for Lee’s real estate develop- 
ments in that part of Montgomery 
County bordering on the District. 

Lee emphatically has denied this; and 
has pointed out that he has sup- 
ported Lewis both on the stump and 
in his newspaper, the Maryland News. 

Zihiman enjoys considerab!te persona! 
popularity, not only here but through- 
out the district.

LANDING ANGERS GOLFERS 


Roosevelt Field, N. Y., Oct., 11.—(A. 
P.)—-The famous monoplane Columbia 
lifted its lemon wings against the sun 
today on a trans-Atlantic flight, an ad- 
venture it has experienced before now, 
and three minutes after its takeoff it 


was a twisted wreck, crashed against 
the earth. Another experience to which 
it is no stranger. 

The crew of the Columbia for today’s 
ight, which had Rome as its destina- 
tion, consisted of Roger Q. Williams 
and Pietro Bonelli, both of whom es- 
caped without injury as the plane 
crumpled to earth. 

The Columbia, loaned to Williams 
and Bonelli for the intended flight to 
Rome, by its owner, Charles A. Levine, 
who himself has flown in it to Europe, 
started down the famous trans-Atlantic 
runway at 11:53 this morning. It was 
carrying 504 gallons of gasoline and 
it lumbered slothfully under the load. 


Load Keeps Plane Low. 


The small crowd, gathered to watch 
the plane leave, held their breath as 
the plane waddled down the runaway 
and then gradually picked up speed. 
At 11:55, it took the air and there was 
a deep sigh of relief, but the load was 
too much and Williams, at the con- 
trols, could not get the ship up. At not 


more than 50 feet it strained over the | 


deadly declivity where one grim morn- 
ing two years ago Rene Fonck cracked 
up the ship in which he was leaving 
for Paris. Three men were killed in the 
burning of Fonck’s plane. 

Once over that gully, Williams tried 
to force the Columbia up, but he hit 
a bad strip of air and the plane sank 
like a foundering boat. 

Realizing there was no hope of get- 
ting up, he signaled Bonelli to lighten

Fliers at Wright Field Also Set 
New Altitude Record | 
for Two Men. 


OTHER TESTS PLANNED 


Dayton, Ohio, Oct. 11 (A.P.).—Photo- 
graphs were successfully made from the 
highest altitude at which pictures have 
ever been taken in a three-hour flight 
yesterday of Capt. St, Clair Streett and 
Capt. A.W. Stevens, Wright field of- 
ficilals announced today. 

The flight also is believed to mark 
the highest altitude ever attained by 
two men, it was said. The barograph 
carried by the fliers showed 40,200 feet, 
but has been sent to the Bureau of 
Standards at Washington for calibra- 
tion. Its expected calibration § will 
show an altitude in the neighborhood 
of 38,000 fect and near to the stand- 
ing one-man height record. 

The photographs, mostly of open 
country, show distinctly the roads and 
other features of the terrain, Wright 
ficld officers said.

CHURCHES IN’ POLITICS. 


The address of Bishop Anderson at the open- 
ing. of the Episcopal convention comes with 
great force and timeliness when religious big- 
otry is rampant in some sections of the coun- 
try, stirred up by preachers who are meddling 
in politics. Bishop Anderson voiced not only 
the sentiment of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, but of all church organizations when 
he counseled avoldance of political intermed- 
dling, and pictured the true and noble mis- 
sion of religion. 

The elements that are attempting to prosti- 
tute the churches to politics are active and 
impudent, but they are in the minority, and 
if the churches will grapple with them they 
can be suppressed. The Protestant Episcopal 
Church suffers from these pernicious borings 
from within, in common with other organiza- 
tions. Efforts have been made to commit that 
Church to socialistic schemes, internationalist 
and pacifist movements, and political activity. 
One or two bishops have been thrust out be- 
cause of persistent misuse of their office in 
the furtherance of communism and lawless- 
ness.

The new cable is made possible by the dis- 
covery six or seven years ago by the Bell lab- 
oratories of permalloy, the most magnetically 
responsive substance known. The transatlantic 
telephone cable, construction of which is now 
under consideration, would be wrapped from 
end to end with a ribbon of permalloy, which, 
because of its magnetic properties, has an 
effect similar to that of vacuum tubes and load- 
ing coils on land lines.

The fact that radio-telephone 
service is at the present time subject.to in- 
terruptions does not mean that it necessarily 
must labor always under this disadvantage, 
Improvements are being discovered and adopt- 
ed, and the day unquestionably is not far dis- 
tant when transoceanic radio-telephone circuits 
will be dependable at all times. 

Operation of a cable service ts inherently 
more expensive than operation of a radio servy- 
ice. For several years American cable com- 
panies have been complaining against the com. 
petition of radio, and in Great Britain a merger 
of cable and radio interests has been elfected 
in order that the cable would 
out of business.

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THE GRAF ZEPPELIN. 

The Graf Zeppelin, largest and tinest of al! 
lighter-than-alr craft, is America bouud. Warly 
yesterday morning she was edged out of her 
hangar at Friedrichshafen, with a crew of 40 
and 20 passengers aboard, and is 
over the Atlantic headed toward Lakehurst. 
This marks the first commercial transatlantic 
airship flight, and is the forerunner of a new 
type of long-distance transport.

The Graf Zeppelin is powered with Maybach 
motors which burn a new fuel, “blue gas,” the 
specific gravity of which is approximately that 
of air.

niles an hour, and it is expected that she will 
reach Lakehurst early Sunday morning. 

Twice before has the Atlantic been crossed 
by airship. The R-34, British built, arrived 
at Roosevelt Field July 6, 1919, having flown 
the 3,200 miles from Hast Fortune, England, 
in 59 hours. The German-built ZR-3, now 
the Los Angeles, left Friedrichshafen October 
2, 1924, aud arrived at Lakehurst, 5,960 
miles away, 81 hours later. The R-34 had a 
speed of but $5 miles an hour; the Los Angeles 
can make but 62 miles hourly. The Graf Zep- 
pelin is superior to her predecessors in speed, 
size and power.

THE APPETITE FOR OWNERSHIP. 

In his address before 
Association, George B. 
offset criticisms of the methods of the utility 
interests in spreading to the 
basic natural of In 
doing he made a very suggeslive side refer- 
ence, He contended that those who, openly 
or under cover, advocate public ownership 
would not be satisfied with the incorporation 
of utilities in their scheme of Federal owner- 
ship operation—that the appetite for owner- 
ship is insatiable. It is evident that there Is 
nothing to limit the spirit of acquisition, either 
in individuals or in governments. The chair- 
man of the joint committee of the National 
Utility Association was entirely correct. Dut 
when the spirit of acquisition is that of in- 
dividuals or of corporations, it is distributed, 
and the greed for ownership, in any case, can 
be curbed. 

The late Prof. J. B. Clark, so long a student 
of all phases of aggregated and coinpetitive 
enterprise, long ago hit off the phrase that 
“industry carries competition inherently, while 
public ownership destroys this germ of enter- 
prise.’ The difference is that the Govern- 
ment need set up no limits to its own action. 

The speaker did not carry out his argument 
in this direction, but the phrase should stick, 
und the country should be advised of the 
unfortunate consequences of government in- 
tervention in business. First intervention, 
then ownership, and then attempts at opera- 
tion, are the steps toward socialism and com- 
mupism. It is, therefore,.a question whether 
the Government should or should not set 
aside, in whole or in part, private initiative 
in the interest of communism. The people 
are clearly averse to putting the Government 
into business. 4 

Those patriots who despair of the ability 
of the American people to set bounds to corpo- 
rate greed should cheer up. If voters will 
attend strictly to their own duty by electing 
honest men to office, the Government will al- 
ways be strong enough to contro! public utility 
corporations and all other corporations, with- 
out taking over and running the businesses 
itself.

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A MAN-EATING STARK. 
Again the question of the man-eating shark 
is commanding public attention. The belief 


‘that this dreaded foe of bathers in the south- 


ern seas actually consumes human 
abandoned many when William Beebe, 
noted naturalist, was quoted in dis- 
patches as having satisfied himself that there 
is no foundation for belief in man-eating 
sharks. Now comes a report from Hawaii to 
the effect that human bones and the trunks of 
a bathing suit, belonging to a soldier who dis- 
appeared while bathing, have been fouud in 
the stomach of a shark. 

The story comes from Antoine RK. Ivins, 
manager of the Laie plantation on the Island 
of Oahu, who assisted in cutting open the 
monster. It appears that a native named 
Hamana Kalili was fishing with a long sta- 
tionary line for ulua, and that the huge shark 
was hooked by the tail while in the act of 
stealing fish from the line. The shark was 
completely exhausted when discovered, and 
seven fishermen were able to draw him ashore, 
with the aid of the waves, and secure him to 
a rock with a rope. 

Ivins and some of his friends were sum- 
moued to view the unusual catch. According 
to Ivins’ statement, two large ulua weighing 
almost 25 pounds each were first taken out of 
the shark. Wrapped around one of these were 
the trunks of a bathing suit, bearing a laundry 
mark which led to the identification of their 
owner as the soldier who had been heard to 
scream before disappearing beneath the waves 
16 days previously. 

Noticing certain bones in the  shark’s 
stomach, Ivins summoned Dr. Buffet, physician 
at Kahuku plantation, who identified the bones 
as those of a human being. Further investiga- 
tion revealed bones of human arms, most of 
the bones of the left huud of a man, the top 
of a skull, and a mat of black hair. The bones 
found were almost dissolved by gastric juices, 
and it was assumed that other parts of the 
skeleton had been completely absorbed. 

As the shark measured 12 feet 6 inches in 
length and was as large in girth as a fair- 
sized yearling heifer, with jaws having an 
aperture of 18 by 20 inches, it is believed that 
the great fish swallowed the entire body of 
the man, head first.

WRECKS TRADITIONS 


St. Louis Society Is Stirred on 
Learning Veiled Prophet’s 
Beauty Is Wife. 


FATHER TELLS SECRET 


St. Louis, Oct. 11 (A.P.).—Society 
circles were stirred here today when it 


learned that Mary Ambrose Smith, who 
was crowned queen of love and beauty 
at the Veiled Prophet’s ball last week, 
was a bride of two months and had 
broken a tradition that the Veiled 
Prophet’s queen shouid be unmarried. 

Announcement was made today by 
the girl’s parents that she was mar- 
ried in August to Dr. T. C. Birdsall, at 
Winston Salem, N. C. The Veiled 
Prophet, a bearded personage of nebu- 
lous identity, was theoretically out of 
the city and could not be interviewed 
today. In the 35 years that he has 
Visited St. Louis and crowned his 
queen, this is the first instance that 
the queen has not been an unmarried 
woman. 

The queen was crowned under her 
maiden name at a blazing society func- 
tion attended by thousands of the elite 
of St. Louis last week. » The usual rule 
has been that the queen should remain 
unmarried for one year, or until the 
next queen is crowned. 

The facts of the marriage of Miss 
Smith were made known today by her 
father, vu. Sheppard Smith, wealthy 
president of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co., after current reports had caused 
him to be questioned 

“According to information given to 
me by my caughter Saturday,” he said, 
“she was married to Dr. Birdsall in 
August at Winston Salem, N. C. 
Naturaly I was most surprised, as any 
father would be, for while Mary Am- 
brose had completed her education and 
had reached that age of discretion 
where marriage is not a wholly unex- 
pected course, still it was my fondest 
desire and expectancy that she success- 
fully conclude her reign'as the Veiled 
Prophet’s queen.” 

The daughter will be 21 years old 
November 14. Persons in more or less 
of a position to speak for the Veiled 
Prophet declared that the tradition of 
an unmarried queen is inflexible. The 
identity of the prophet, who each year 
is a different person, is kept secret.

CHICAGO GRAIN. 


Chicago, Oct. 11 (A.P.).—Higher prices for 
wheat today resulted largely from snowfalls 
and freezing temperature over the Canadian 
prairie provinces and. domestic spring wheat 
territory as well. Drought complaints from 
the Southwest were also a bullish factor, and 


there were indications that the winter wheat 
acreage of the United States is to show de- 
cided curtailment. 

Closing quotations on wheat were firm, 

Ye cent to % cent net nigher, with 

% to % cent up, oats unchanged to 
varying from 
15 cents decline to a rise of 17 cents. 

Preholiday evening-up of accounts tended 
noticeably at times today to emphasize tha 
upward trend of the wheat market, and so 
likewise that word that India, which is usu~ 
ally an exporting country, has contracted 
for 10,000 tons of Argentine wheat. to be 
shipped this month. In addition, news was 
received that 500,000 bushels of Canadian 
wheat had been bought today for the Orient. 
The market effect of stormy weather north- 
west, too, was heightened by a forecast that 
unfavorable. conditions. would. continue. Such 
conditions. it was asserted, would be likely 
to interfere with the crop movement, and 
perhaps cause some damage to wheat quality. 

Official announcement today that fall 
sowing of wheat has been practically sus- 
pended throughout the western two-thirds 
of Kansas gave special point to persistent 
complaints of drought in various winter 
wheat sections. In this connection, a leading 

rm here had reports from grain dealers 
that on account of adverse weather for 
planting, Ohio would probably show 20 to 
30 per cent reduction of winter wheat acre- 
age, Indiana .20 per cent, Illinois 6 per cent, 
Oklahoma 3 per cent, Texas 1 per cent and 
Kansas and Nebraska 3 to 5 per cent. How- 
ever, if rain is received in time, these figures 
are likely to change. 

Upturns in the price of corn were associ- 
ated with a forecast of lowest temperatures 
of the season and of snow tomorrow in parts 
of Nebraska and the Dakotas. Fears were 
expressed that movement of new corn might 
be delayed. Meanwhile, export sales of 125,- 
000 bushels of corn today were noted, and 
old corn here was in good demand, especially 
white, which commanded 3 to 5 cents a 
bushel advance. Oats trade was licht, and 
the market kept within narrow limits.

No Necessity for Change, 
Commissioner Writes 
A.A.A. President. 


DENIES “TRAP” WAS LAID 
RECENTLY FOR DRIVERS 


Arrests, He Insists, Followed 
Disregard of Signs 
and Whistles. 


Proposal that all policemen assigned 
to traffic duty be removed from the di- 
rection of precinct commanders and 
put under the Traffic Bureau was re- 
jected yesterday by Commissioner Proc- 
tor L. Dougherty, in charge of police. 


“At this time there is no necessity 
or desirability of having all officers as- 
signed to permanent traffic duty under 
the direct supervision of the Traffic 
Bureau,” Daugherty wrote Ernest N. 
Smith, president of the American Auto- 
mobile Association, author of the pro- 
posal. 

“The heavy demands being made 
upon the force do not justjfy such a 
reatrangement of this branch of the 
police service.” 


Personnel Ample, He Says. 


“The present personnel assigned to 
duty in the Traffic Bureau, composed of 
special street railway crossing police- 
men, and a number of motorcycle and 
bicycle officers of the regular force, ts, 
I think, sufficient for the present needs 
of the Traffic Bureau.” 

Mr. Dougherty took issue with the 
charge that police had instituted a 
“trap” for motorists at Fourth street 
and Massachusetts avenue northwest 
three weeks ago. It was in his com- 
plaint about this that Smith made his 
Traffic Bureau control proposal. 

Results of an investigation showed 
that “‘the officers concerned were mere- 
ly performing their duty, and because 
of the attitude of the several motorists 
it is quite evident that there was no 
other course of action left open to 
them to pursue,” the Commissioner 
said. 

Charges Disregard of Signs. 


“The motorists utterly disregarded 
the existence of the detour signs and 
the sounding of whistles by the of- 
ficers for the purpose of attracting their 
attention, and continued through the 
forbidden territory.” 

Judge Hitt, who tried the cases of 
those arrested who appeared in court, 
Mr. Dougherty said he had been in- 
formed was of the opinion that a 
‘trap’ was not set for motorists and 
that the action taken by the police 
was justified. The Police Department, 
Mr. Dougherty added, was making every 
effort to cooperate with the Engineer 
Department to lessen, as much as pos- 
sible, inconvenience to motorists be- 
cause of street repair work. 


Erratic Traffic Signs 
Free Lawyer in Court 


By virtue of a diagram, drawn by his 
son, which showed inconsistency in the 
Placing of “no parking” signs at the 
entrance of the registrar of wills office, 
William A. Lee, an attorney, “beat” a 
charge of failing to obey an official sign 
before Judge Robert E. Mattingly in 
Police Court yesterday 

The diagram showed one sign within 
five feet of the west entrance to the 
office and another sign ten feet from 
the east entrance. Lee parked his 
car near the east entrance sign and a 
portion of the vehicle protruded beyond 
the “no parking, entrance” warning. 
Lee contended that he was nine feet 
from the entrance and the sign at the 


west entrance, by ‘ts placement within 
five feet of the entrance, permitted this 
Policeman L. Collins, of the Sixth Pre- 
cinct, who “ticketed” Lee’s car, was de- 
clared “unreasonable” by Judge Mat- 
tingly.

Appeal to Congress for 


Five-Year Program. 
Embodying for its principie, a “seat 
for every child in a. well-equipped, 
modern school,” the committee on
